A RESOLUTION CALLING FOR WITHDRAWAL OF 
THOSE PORTIONS OF SENATE BILL NO. 76 
DEALING WITH PROHIBITION OF CONDEMNATION 
ACTIONS AGAINST PUBLIC UTILITIES BY 
MUNICIPALITIES. 

WHEREAS, the existing law of the State of Indiana 
(IC 8-1-2-90 through 8-1-2-100) not only permits municipalities 
to own and operate, but also to purchase, condemn, construct, 
acquire and hold any utility within the boundaries of such 

municipality and within a radius of six (6) miles from the 

* 

r porporate limits of such municipality; and, 

WHEREAS, there is presently pending before the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne a petition signed by the 
requisite number of voters requesting a special election 
to determine whether the City of Fort Wayne shall, among 
other things, purchase, condemn and operate an electric 
public utility; and, 

WHEREAS, Senate Bill No. 76 now proposed for enactment 
by the General Assembly of Indiana would forbid the City of 
Fort Wayne after March 1, 1980, from bringing any action in 
the Circuit or Superior, Court against any public utility 
as defendant for condemnation of its electric utility property, 
which Senate Bill if passed into law would destroy the 
effect of said pending petition for a special election. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

Section 1 . That the portion or portions of 
said Senate Bill No. 76 prohibiting any munici¬ 
pality from bringing an action in the Circuit or 
Superior Court of any County against any public 
utility as defendant for condemnation of electric 
utility property be completely withdrawn from any 
consideration by the- General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana; 
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Section 2 . BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne opposes any law 
which prohibits a municipality from bringing any 
action in any court against any corporation organized 
under IC 8-1-13 or any public utility as defendant 
for condemnation of its electric utility property. 
Section 3. BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that copies of 
this Resolution be published and given to all 
representatives in the General Assembly of Indiana
